The producer who is not 
satisfied with his marketing facilities 
may find in the parcel pow a means of 
solving his egg-selling problems. 
This 
applies especially* to the man whose 
flock Is so small that he cannot make 
case shipment, that is, shipments in 
the regular 30-dozen size egg cases. 
Market eggs should be shipped only 
from healthy fowls that are kept un­ 
der proper sanitary 
conditions 
and 
supplied with sound, wholesome feed. 
If 
possible, 
only 
non-fertile 
eggs 
should he produced for m arket; fer­ 
tile eggs deteriorate rapidly and are 
the cause of much loss. 
The nests 
should he clean and sanitary so that 
the eggs will not he soiled. 
The eggs 
should he gathered at least once a day 
and stored In a well-ventilated place 
where thj^y can he kept as cool as 
possible. 
As washing removes the mu­ 
cilaginous coating of eggs and opens 
the pores of the shell it should never 
be practiced in tho case of eggs in­ 
tended for high-class trade. 
Soiled 
eggs should be used at homo or dis­ 
posed of otherwise than to a parcel 
post customer. 
Every egg which is 
Chipped by mail should be previously 
candled so that all eggs which show 
any defect may be held at home. 
For 
parcel post shipment it Is essential 
that uniform containers and a uniform 
pack should be used, as otherwise the 
packages will not wear well nor will 
they look attractive and appeal to the 
fancy trade. 
Furthermore tho con­ 
tainers should he stout and durable 
so as to make it worth while to return 
them as “empties” for subsequent use. 
The Ideal container is simple in con­ 
struction, efficient in service and cheap. 
It must not cost too much and it must 
he serviceable enough to be used sev­ 
eral times. 


How to Pack Eggs. 
According to ti ie post office regrfii* 
lions eggs will be accepted for loci I 
delivery when t h e y are so packed i i 
n basket or other container as to prg» 
vent damage to other mail 
matter. 
Eggs to be sent beyond the local office 
are accepted for mailing regardless of 
distance when each egg Is wrapped 
separately and surrounded with excel­ 
sior, cotton or other suitable material 
and packed In a strong container made 
of double-faced, corrugated pasteboard, 
metal, wood or other suitable material 
and wrapped so that nothing can es­ 
cape from the package. 
All such par­ 
cels must he labeled “Eggs.” 
Eggs in 
parcels weighing more than 20 pounds 
are accepted for mailing to offices in 
the first and second zones when pack­ 
ed in crates, boxes, buckets or other 
containers having tight bottoms to pre­ 
vent the escape of anything from the 
package and so constructed as properly 
to protect the contents. 
Such pack­ 
ages must be marked “Eggs—This Side 
Up,” and must be transported outside 
of mail sacks or boxes. 
It Is advisable that square-block tis­ 
sue paper w hich comes in packages of 
500 sheets each, soft wrapping paper, 
or newspaper should be used around 
each egg, os otherwise there is a dan­ 
ger of breakage in handling. 
Average 
hens’ eggs will weigh about two ounces 
apiece 
or 
between 
two 
and* three 
pounds a dozen when properly packed 
for mailing in a carton. 
Most parcels 
containing a dozen t»ggs will exceed 
two pounds, but will not reach three; 
therefore, the postage on them will be 
7 cents within the first and second 
zones or 150-mile limit. 
A parcel con­ 
taining two d<»z«‘ii eggs will add per­ 
haps 2 cents to the postage, though 
sometimes cu lt I cent, depending on 
the character of the container and 
wrapper. 
Ship Large-Size Packages. 
The larger the parcel, within the size 
and weight limits, tile cheaper is the 
postage, tis the first pound of every 
package costs 5 cents within the first 
and second zones, while each additional 
{H>und. tip to 50, costs but I cen t; so 
that while a one-pound parcel would 
cost 5 C^nts postage, a two-pound par­ 
cel would cost only 6 cents, or 3 taints 
a {Kiumt.
